Claims 12-14, drawn to a testing method that uses a testing card to test 
functions of a card interface comprising various IF/THEN steps, classified in 
class 702, subclass 108. 

2. Claims 9-1 1, and 15-19 link(s) inventions I and II. The restriction requirement 
between the linked inventions is subject to the nonallowance of the linking ctaim(s), 
claims 9-1 1 , and 1 5-1 9. Upon the allowance of the linking claim(s), the restriction 
requirement as to the linked inventions shall be withdrawn and any claim(s) depending 
from or otherwise including all the limitations of the allowable linking claim(s) will be 
entitled to examination in the instant application.

In this case the process (or method) of invention II could be executed on a 
testing card that is not identical to the card of invention I. The card of invention I could 
employ a method that is different from the process of invention II. 

4. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction 
for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
